of this plaintiff, said defendants did 
purchase poods and merchandise as fol- 
lows: 2000 cignrd, 160 bottlea mineral 
water, 150 bottlea ginger ale, 1 box ap- 
ples and 750 bottles ot champagne. 


Thateaid services rendered by plaintiff 


were laborious, arduous and dim'cult to 
perform by reason of his being assigned 
to the duty of opening boxes of cigars, 
the box of applea and extracting the 
corks from the bottlea containing either 
mineral water,ginger ale or champagne. 


They were laborious in that ho was 


employed between the hours of 9 a.m. 
and 2 'o'clock thu following a.m. -ardu- 
ous, in that he waa employed-during 
these long houra in labor that required 
hia utmost activity; efficient in that 
service required extreme caution not to 
serve whisky or Shasta water when 
champagne waa ordered, or serve apples 
whwii cigars were called for. 


That between the dates aforesaid 


plaintiff performed thirty-eight and one- 
Lhird days' eervice, for which he did not 
receive the compensation which he waa 
given to understand he .would receive, 
save and except the sum of $60 to him 
in haud paid in partial payments, each 
of a email amount. 
That to the best information and be- 


ief of eaid plaintiff tho defendanta were 
in the possession of a fund of not less 
than $7f>00.-- Notwithstanding this they 
neglected to pay the entire wngea earned 
by this plaintiff, but there yet remains 
due and unpaid the anm of $65, which 
the aaid defendants have refused to pay, 
though often asked to do so.
